The im provem ent w as due e n ­ 
tirely to a lower c rim e ra te in Los 
Angeles County, w here a 3.9 p er 
cent decrease w as noted. T his w as 
sufficient to overcom e a 2.5 p e r 
cent average rise in th e re s t of 
the state. 
Knoles said the c rim e ra te is 
based on the nu m b er of felonies 
reported in seven m a jo r c a te g o r­ 
ies: Wilful hom icide, ro b b ery , a g ­ 
gravated assault, b u rg la ry , g ra n d 
thef'—except auto—au to th e ft an d 
forcible rape. 
The felony rep o rts a re

are much less frequent.

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Freedom OF or Freedom FRO M ? 


The United States Supreme Court has, 
in the course of its long history, handed down 
many decisions which have aroused ,i storm 
in the nation but none as far-reaching and 
long-lasting as the ruling involving prayer 
in the public schools. 
Across the nation, the reaction is rising 
instead of receding. 
Wise men have long said that it is fu- 
lile and foolish to argue politics or religion. 
In the latter realm, a man’s belief, or his lack 
of it, is ingrown and attempts to change him 
tan only result in bitterness. That seems to 
have been proven again. 
The first amendment to the Constitution 
of the United States (1791) establishes our 
freedoms, religion, speech, press and the right 
to assembly and religion is the first men­ 
tioned: 
"Congress shall make no law respecting 
an establishment of religion or prohibiting 
the free exercise thereof . . .” 
This amendment most certainly provides 
for separation of church and state. It also 
«bridges any laws “prohibiting the free ex­ 
erase thereof.” In other words, it firmly es­ 
tablishes freedom O F religion. 
In the New York school case where the 
recitation of a voluntary, non-sectarian pray­ 
er was ruled unconstitutional, many are of 
the opinion that the high court confused the 
preposition and that the decision was on the 
side of "freedom FROM religion.” 
No child in the New York schools was 
forced to recite the prayer. It was entirely vol­ 
untary with no compulsion. 
To many persons, the decision banning 
the prayer, was a prohibition of the "free

The Supreme Court itself does 
not meet to hand down its decisions without 
an opening prayer. 
And what aliout the Oath of Allegiance 
to the Flag? Will the, ruling ban its recitation 
in the schools because of the recent amend­ 
ment which added the words “under C od'? 
Freedom of religion should mean what 
it says. A man can practice the faith of his 
preference or he can be a free-thinker with 
no religion at all in this nation without fear 
of intrusion of the law. 
TheTe is no case on record where anyone 
has refused to accept any United Stales mon­ 
ey which bears the imprint “In God We 
Trust,” though bo he the most virulent non­ 
believer. 
The Supreme Court has always been 
credited as having the last word in this na­ 
tion. In this case, it may not have. For the 
debate it has stirred up will far outlast those 
aroused by any of its other controversial de­ 
cisions. 
President Kennedy’s solution, "let them 
pray at home,” is of little help. 
For 171 years the overwhelming major­ 
ity of the nation has adhered to the concept 
of those who wrote the Bill of Rights where­ 
in bars were erected against establishment of 
a state religion.

WASHINGTON — Both adver­ 
saries of the Formosa Strait—Na­ 
tionalist China vs. Red China— 
are too famished at the moment 
to score 
a knockout, 
but the 
starvation of each is of a differ­ 
ent sort, and is highly significant. 
Red China, as everybody knows 
by now, has been victimized by 
bad crop weather and worse farm 
management. 
Although it is now almost un­ 
constitutional in America to refer 
to the hand of God (the Supreme 
Court holds 
that 
this country 
is separated from divine Prov­ 
idence and the Justices could con­ 
ceivably 
outlaw 
Thanksgiving 
Day as a national political evi­ 
dence of faith), it is tempting to 
compare the Chinese famine to 
the years of blight which helped 
liberate the Children of Israel 
from the Pharaohs of Egypt. Be 
that a t it may. N ature and the 
warped human nature of Red 
leadership, have enfeebled Main­ 
land China. 


M ade In America 
But the emaciation of the Na­ 
tionalists on Formosa has been 
of a different sort, and is strictly 
man-made; worse, it is American- 
made. The following figures, ob­ 
tained from Fowler Hamilton’s 
office in AID (Agency for Inter­ 
national Development) will suc­ 
cinctly m ake the point. 
In fiscal 1961. when the Ken­ 
nedy administration w as just tak­ 
ing control of foreign policy, the 
USA gave S43.2 million in what 
Is called "supporting assistance” 
(meaning military assistance) to 


the government of Chiang Kai- 
shek. The total aid to Nationalist 
China in fiscal ’61 was {108.3 mil­ 
lion. 
But in fiscal 1962, at this w rit­ 
ing. the Kennedy adm inistration, 
which is now in full command 
of foreign policy, gave not one 
cent in the m ilitary aid category 
of "supporting assistance." I have 
checked this w ith AID. with the 
Senate Foreign Relations com m it­ 
tee, and tried to ask the Presi­ 
dent about it in his press confer­ 
ence of June 27th. Not only was 
m ilitary aid to Chiang cut to zero, 
by the adm inistration and not by 
Congress, but the entire aid to 
Nationalist China was down to 
$67.9 million, an overall reduc­ 
tion of roughly {40 million. 


Chiang Is Weakened 
Now, this is a form of m ilitary 
starvation that weakens an anti­ 
com m unist ally 
on a 
gravely 
threatened front. The President 
has attem pted to show that our 
policy 
in 
the 
Form osa 
area 
is 
"defensive," 
not 
m aterially 
changed from President Eisen­ 
hower’s policy of holding the line 
there. But, in fact, the above fig­ 
ures 
provide a 
yardstick 
for 
m easuring the strength of our 
posture on thij battlefront against 
Red. China. It ¡¿ feebler, and 
Chiang is feebler, by {43.2 mil­ 
lion of military resistance. 
That isn’t ail. L ast spring our 
am bassador to 
the 
Nationalist 
government, E v e r e t t Francis 
Orumright, a 30-year, anti-Com­ 
munist veteran in China affairs, 
was mortified to find himself un­ 


invited to the annual regional 


meeting of the F ar E ast heads 
of missions, held near M anila. 


When 
D rum right inquired 
and 
found his exclusion to be delib­ 
erate, he resigned his am bassa­ 
dorship with consequent loss of 
"face" and cam e home without 
the usual round of farewell p ar­ 
ties that are accorded a well- 
liked diplomat. 


Surpriae Appointment 


Drumright. who is part-Indian 
and a stoical person, kept his own 
counsel for awhile, but lately, he 
has told Washington friends the 
rest of the story. Still a State De­ 
partm ent Foreign Service officer 
in good standing, he waited in 
vain for the usual call from the 
secretary of state or under sec­ 
retary. At last, he pocketed his 
pride and called on Secretary 
Rusk, whom he used to know as 
assistant secretary for F a r E ast­ 
ern Affairs in the days of Am­ 
bassador - Secretary George C. 
Marshall, and asked about reas­ 
signment. 
Drumright was told there was 
no place for him. The surprise 
appointment 
as am bassador to 
Taipei of the 74-year-old A dm iral 
Alan Kirk, a fine patriot but long 
out of circulation, gave further 
evidence that the Kennedy adm in­ 
istration has a change of policy 
toward Nationalist China—a pol­ 
icy of continued enfeeblement. re­ 
ducing the pressure on Red China. 
Thus, while destiny has sm itten 
our enemy for us, we have re­ 
sponded by sm iting our friend.

NEW YORK (UPI) — Science 
now has added a third category 
to its ability to g erm in ate and 
then m aintain life in a test tube. 
The new category is th at of the 
flowering 
plant. The 
old ones 
were of am phibians (such as the 
frog) and of fish. 
This leaves the categ o ry of 
“higher” life, such as m am m als, 
including m an. to be conquered 
scientifically. So far science has 
succeeded only in stirrin g the be­ 
ginning of m am m alian life, in­ 
cluding hum an life, in the test 
tube. The process has stopped 
after a few cell divisions. 
The conquest of flowering plant 
life in the test tube w as made 
by Kusum Kanta, N.S. 
Ranga 
Swamy and their internationally 
known professor, Dr. P . Mahesh- 
wari in the botanical laboratory 
of the U niversity of Delhi, India. 
They used a common flower of 
India, the opium poppy. Their 
starting m aterials were the ovules 
which are the plant equivalent of 
the ova or eggs produced by fe­ 
male m am m als, and their male 
opposite num bers, pollen grains. 


in Nutritional Broth 


The ovules were excised from 
plants just after they had reached 
full bloom and before they could 
have been pollinated naturally. 
They were put into a nutritional 
broth in test tubes and then "dust­ 
ed" with pollen grains from other 
poppies. 
Within 15 minutes the pollen 
was germinating. Pollen 
tubes 
quickly developed and w ithin two 
hours covered the surfaces of the 
ovules. In proof that fertilization 
had occurred, the ovules enlarged 
and changed in color and compo­ 
sition as they would have on the 
plant. 
Ovule* from a three-day-old cul­ 
ture showed a two-cell develop­ 
ment when sectioned. T hey were 
on their w ay to producing embry­ 
os. After five days of culture, sec­ 


tioned ovules revealed fully de­ 
veloped tissue with which to nour­ 
ish embryo*—end a four-cell di­ 
vision. 
After 15 days, the embryos w ere 
differentiated into the character­ 
istics of the poppy embryo and 
after 22 days, the embryos w ere 
fully developed into poppy seeds 
as capable of going through the 
life cycle of their kind as seeds 
produced by the living plant. 
The scientists had ’’controls,” 
of course— th at is poppy plants 
germ inating and maintaining new 
life in the w ay natural to poppies. 
Their test 
tube life kept pace 
with nature in the first stages, 
the scientists said, but in la te r 
stages the test - tube em bryonic 
growth was "quicker and better 
and even surpassed that in na­ 
tu re." 
The Indian scientists reported 
their conquest to the international 
technical journal, "N ature.” So 
fa r as they knew and the editors 
knew, it had never been achieved 
before and there was no apparent 
reason why it couldn't be done 
w ith almost any variety of flower­ 
ing plant 
"Test-tube fertilization” needs 
refinements as a technique, the 
scientists said. When these refine­ 
m ents are m ade, plant breeders 
will be able to m anipulate form s 
of plant life in the laboratory. As 
an example the scientists pointed 
to the possibilities of cross-breed­ 
ing plants in test tubes which in 
nature can never cross • breed 
because they are incompatible.
